Since one can’t prove performance to a man who has 
not seen it. a lot of selling argum ent will he b ased 
on price and design 
so many dollars per foot of cut, 
so many cents per pound, teeth versus rasps, flails 
against rollers, w alkers compared with b ouncers, and 
they against raddles. 


Yet grain is not cut, threshed and b inned b y either 
dollars or gadgets. 
It is a harmonious comb ination 
of price to fit the acreage and design that produces 
performance. 
A single feature never saved a crop. 


Possib ly the b est selling will b e done b y the one man 
in eacli com munity who has learned how to adjust 
his machine to get'the b est possib le performance and 
then makes it perform early with enough witnesses 
present to spread the news and estab lish a reputa­ 
tion 
Performance b eyond competition will sell com ­ 
b ines where price or design of themselves will not. 
The b lanket test will convince where 
words
